SPECIFICATIONS FOR NORGE COTTAGES 


WALLS The 2" x 8" planks are tongued and grooved, and interlocked at the corners. 
No nailing is required. Planking is double-tongued into rabbeted window and 
door frames, making a truly weather-proof construction. 


PARTITIONS The partitions in the Norge Cottages are made of the same lumber measure- 
ments as the outer walls, and are double dove-tailed into the walls. Partition 
planks do not extend beyond the walls. 


FLOOR All floor beams in the Norge Cottage are cut to exact length, and are locked 
in the wall-planks with a dove-tail joint. Beams are laid 16'' on center, and are 
2" x 8" in the larger cottages and 2" x 6" in the smaller ones. |" x 4'' floor- 
boards are tongqued and grooved, and cut to measure. 


Purlins are 4'' x 6". Roof boards are |" x 6" or |" x 7", tongued and grooved. 
One-inch, beaded and tongued and grooved boards are used for the ceilings 
above the kitchenette, bath and bedrooms in Delmont and Sky-Top cottages. 
Insulated ceiling blocks, 12" x 12", are used throughout the other buildings. 
Asphalt shingles in the color of your choice are included. 

WINDOWS Casement windows with |!/g" sash, 4'' x 4"' frame. Water-tight construction. 
Galvanized hinges with brass pin. Screens can be attached to inside of frame. 
Additional windows may be ordered at extra cost. 

FRONT DOOR Two-panel, six or nine light door. Safety lock and brass knob on all doors. Doors 
and windows come in a complete unit, already hinged and hung into their 
frames in such a way as to eliminate the need for trim.
